The spraying will be done this 
week, Thursday, if possible, or Fri­ 
day, by the Tyler Flight Service, 
specialists in all kinds of aerial 
spraying The job will cost the bor­ 
ough $672. 
-As I see it. this Is the prime 
lasue before us.” Councilman John 
Millard declared. “The people are 
demanding that we do something. 
We represent the people, and we're 
letting them down lf we don't.’’ He 
made the motion for the spraying, 
which was passed unanimously.

Bid For County Radio Unit 


The Adams County Commissioners 
today accepted the bid of the Radio 
Corporation of America, Camden, 
N. J . for the installation of a two- 
way radio system linking the various 
fire companies of the county for 
civil defense and fire protection. 
The bld, which will provide for the 
installation of two-way radios In 
the fire trucks and a 750 watt aux­ 
iliary power plant at the Gettysburg 
Fire Company’s radio station here, 
totalled 913.329 50. 
Of that amount the county will 
pay half, $6 664 75. and the federal 
government will pay the other half, j the county. 
Bids listing several alternatives in 
by 


the 750 watt plant will do the job 
for the radio system.” 
He added that “in the event of a 
power failure the Are company radio 
system would be the only means of 
communication in the county. The 
750 watt plant will go on autom ati­ 
cally in the event of any power fail­ 
ure *'

Blood Serum 
Beintf Tested 
To ( urb Polio 


PITTSBURGH UP —W hether a 
widely-tested blood serum is an 
effective w e a p o n against polio 
probably will be known some­ 
time this fall. 
Dr. William Hammon. Univer­ 
sity of Pittsburgh scientist, who 
headed mass experiments with 
gamma globulin, a blood fraction, 
says researchers believe enough 
children 
have 
been 
inoculated 
now to give signflcant results. 
More than 55.000 children got 
injections in U tah last year and 
in Texas and Iowa this year. Half 
received gamma globulin and the 
rem ainder — the control g ro u p - 
mere inoculated w-ith an ordinary 
blood substance. 
In mid-October a secret code 
will be opened to determine which 
children who contacted polio su e r 
their injections were given gamma 
globulin and which were not. 
Results will be announced in a 
preliminary report at a scientific 
meeting this fall. Dr. Hammon 
said no exact site has been de­ 
termined.
